Israel rejects U.S. calls 
for east Jerusalem freeze

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israel’s prime minister on Thursday 
rejected U.S. calls to halt constmction in disputed east Jerusalem, 
clouding a new peace mission by Washington’s Mideast envoy. 
Benjamin Netanyahu’s comments were broadcast on Israel’s 
Channel 2 TV shortly after envoy George Mitchell arrived for 
his first visit in six weeks. Mitchell’s efforts had been on hold 
due to disagreements over east Jerusalem, the section of the 
holy city claimed by Israel and the Palestinians. 

“I am saying one thing. There will be no freeze in Jerusalem,” 
Netanyahu said. “There should be no preconditions to talks.”

Report: Health overhaul will Increase nation’s tab

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama’s health care 
overhaul law will increase 


the nation’s health care tab 
instead of bringing costs 
down, government economic 
forecasters concluded 

Thursday in a sobering 
assessment of the sweeping 


legislation. 

A report by economic experts 
at the Health and Human 
Services Department said 
the health care remake will 
achieve Obama’s aim of 
expanding health insurance — 
adding 34 million Americans 
to the coverage rolls. 

But the analysis also found 
that the law falls short of 
the president’s twin goal of 
controlling runaway costs. 
It also warned that Medicare 
cuts may be unrealistic and 
unsustainable, driving about 
15 percent of hospitals into the 
red and “possibly jeopardizing 
access” to care for seniors. 

The mixed verdict for 
Obama’s signature issue is the 
first comprehensive look by 
neutral experts. 

In particular, the warnings 
about Medicare could become 
a major political liability for 
Democratic lawmakers in the 


midterm elections. Seniors 
are more likely to vote than 
younger people and polls 
show they are already deeply 
skeptical of the law. 

The report from Medicare’s 
Office of the Actuary carried 
a disclaimer saying it does not 
represent the official position 
of the Obama administration. 
White House officials have 
repeatedly complained that 
such analyses have been too 
pessimistic and lowball the 
law’s potential to achieve 
savings. 

The report acknowledged 
that some of the cost- 
control measures in the bill 
— Medicare cuts, a tax on 
high-cost insurance and a 
commission to seek ongoing 
Medicare savings — could 
help reduce the rate of cost 
increases beyond 2020. But it 
held out little hope for progress 
in the first decade. 


“During 2010-2019, 

however, these effects 
would be outweighed by the 
increased costs associated 
with the expansions of health 
insurance coverage,” wrote 
Richard S. Foster, Medicare’s 
chief actuary. “Also, the 
longer-term viability of the 
Medicare ... reductions is 
doubtful.” Foster’s office is 
responsible for long-range 
costs estimates. 

Republicans said the findings 
validate their concerns about 
Obama’s 10-year, nearly $1 
trillion plan to remake the 
nation’s health care system. 

“A trillion dollars gets spent, 
and it’s no surprise — health 
care costs are going to go up,” 
said Rep. Dave Camp, R- 
Mich., a leading Republican 
on health care issues. Camp 
added that he’s concerned the 
Medicare cuts will undermine 
coverage for seniors.□

The House passed the 
measure Wednesday on a 31- 
29 vote, ignoring protests 
from opponents who said 
it’s casting Arizona in an 
ugly light and could give the 
elected secretary of state broad 
powers to kick a presidential 
candidate off the ballot. 
“We’re becoming a national 
joke,” Rep. Chad Campbell, 
who opposes the measure, 
said Thursday. 

The measure’s sponsor, Rep. 
Judy Burges, said she isn’t 
sure Obama could prove his 
eligibility for the ballot in 
Arizona and wants to erase all 
doubts. 

“You have half the population 
who thinks everything is fine, 
and you have the other half of 
the population who has had 
doubts built up in their mind,” 
Burges said. 

So-called “birthers” have 
contended since the 2008 
presidential campaign that 
Obama is ineligible to be 
president because, they 
argue, he was actually bom in 
Kenya, his father’s homeland. 
The Constitution says that a 
person must be a “natural- 
born citizen” to be eligible for 
the presidency. 

Hawaii officials have 
repeatedly confirmed Obama’s 


citizenship, and his Hawaiian 
birth certificate has been 
made public, along with birth 
notices from two Honolulu 
newspapers published within 
days of his birth in August 
1961. 

Courts have rebuffed lawsuits 
challenging Obama’s 

eligibility, but the issue hasn’t 
gone away. Lawmakers have 
introduced similar bills in a 
handful of other states. They 
include Oklahoma, where a 
measure passed the House 
but failed in the Senate, and 
Missouri, where a bill was 
withdrawn before any action 
was taken. 

Eleven U.S. House 
Republicans have signed on 
to a federal bill, but it hasn’t 
received a hearing in the 
Democrat-controlled House. 
Arizona’s measure would 
require U.S. presidential 
candidates to submit 
documents to the secretary of 
state proving they meet the 
constitutional requirements 
to be president. The secretary 
of state could then decide 
to keep a candidate off the 
Arizona ballot if he or she had 
reasonable cause to believe 
the candidate was ineligible. 
Arizona Secretary of State 
Ken Bennett opposes the bill, 
arguing it gives his office 
too much power, according

to his spokesman Matthew 
Benson. Benson said Bennett, 
a Republican, has no doubts 
about Obama’s citizenship. 
The bill now goes to the Senate, 
where supporters are trying to 
pull together enough votes to 
pass the measure. If they do, 
it’s unclear if Republican Gov. 
Jan Brewer will give it her 
support. Her spokesman, Paul 
Senseman, said the governor 
won’t comment on pending 
legislation, but he added she 
doesn’t have doubts about 
Obama’s citizenship. 


The measure comes amid 
a string of controversial 
proposals in Arizona that have 
garnered national attention, 
including a sweeping illegal 
immigration crackdown 
awaiting action by the governor 
and a measure allowing people 
to carry concealed weapons 
without permits. The governor 
signed the gun bill last week. 
Rep. Tom Chabin pleaded 
with his colleagues to oppose 
the birth certificate measure 
Wednesday. 

“When you undermine the

But some supporters insist the 
bill isn’t aimed at Obama, it’s 
just common sense.

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Take-your-kid-to-work 
day appears to lose stoam

CHICAGO - More than a 
decade after it began, take- 
your-kid-to-work day appears 
to be losing steam. Now it’s 
keep-your-kid-in-school. 
Thursday marked the 17th year 
for Take Your Daughters and 
Sons to Work Day. But some 
school districts sent strongly 
worded letters or e-mails to 
parents explaining that taking 
a child to work would put the 
youngster’s education at risk. 
Many teachers found their 
Thursday classes largely 
unaffected. 

“We had only six out today — 
that’s actually less than usual,” 
said Darrell Propst, principal 
of Taylor Road Elementary 
School in Reynoldsburg, 
Ohio, who asked parents not 
to pull their kids out of school. 
“Our attendance was very, 
very good today.” 

Though many kids still 
accompany a parent to work, 
some employers say the event 
increasingly conflicts with 
high-stakes standardized 
testing in schools. And this 
year, it was overshadowed by 
Earth Day, which celebrated 
its 40th anniversary on 
Thursday. 

In Texas — at Dell Inc. in 
Austin and Southern Methodist 
University in Dallas — most 
of the focus was on Earth Day, 
not Take Our Daughters and 
Sons to Work Day. 

“I haven’t heard about that 
in a while,” SMU spokesman 
Kent Best said. “It was a big 
deal maybe a decade ago. ... 
So today is the day?” 

Travis Carter, a public 
relations executive in Dallas 
who has two children, ages 5 
and 6, said his kids reminded 


him it was Earth Day and took 
their recyclables to school. 

“I am surprised to now hear 
that it’s also take-your-kids- 
to-work day,” he said. 

The event was launched in 
1993 and has always fallen 
on the fourth Thursday in 
April. But that date has drawn 
complaints from school 
administrators for well over 
a decade, especially because 
many standardized tests fall 
on or near the same day. 

Some school officials have 
contacted the Take Our 
Daughters and Sons to Work 
Foundation to ask that the 
event be held on a school 
holiday or during the summer, 
but the organization won’t 
budge. 

In Illinois, where state 
lawmakers have gone so far 
as to encourage companies 
to invite employees’ children 
during the summer, a letter 
sent home with kids in one 
suburban Chicago district was 
paying off. 

“In the elementary schools, 
we had 200 kids out” because 
of parents taking them to 
work, said Lynn Brandi, 
spokeswoman for Hawthorn 
School District 73. “That’s 
about half of what it was last 
year.” 

In Phoenix, the superintendent 
sent out a letter telling students 
that missing time from school, 
even one day, means “his or her 
learning achievement suffers.” 
Officials said a sampling of 
schools showed no significant 
drop in attendance. 

“We see results with the 
letter,” said Sandi Hicks, 
spokeswoman for the Deer 
Valley Unified School District, 
which has sent out a version of 
the letter for seven years.

Some companies said they do 
not participate in the formal 
national program because 
they host other career-oriented 
options for schoolchildren 
that they think are more 
appropriate. 

But others said they agreed to 
move their events to another 
day after complaints that 
the event was disrupting the 
academic year. 

“Our companies are quite 
cooperative and agreed to 
move (their events) to the third 
week in June,” said Susan 
Carlson, executive director 
of the Arizona Business & 
Education Coalition. 

But others stuck to the original 
date, including First Lady 
Michelle Obama, who spent 
about an hour Thursday taking 
questions from children of 
executive office employees. 

In Florida, where some 
educators still enthusiastically 
support the day, Honeywell 
Aerospace hosted an event at 
its Clearwater facility, just as 
it has done for years. 

A company spokeswoman said 
there’s been no suggestion 
that the event be rescheduled, 
and there’s been no drop-off 
in attendance. □ 
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Democrats set showdown vote on Wall Street bill

WASHINGTON - Declaring 
themselves short of patience, 
Democrats set an initial 
showdown vote for next 
Monday on legislation to 
clamp new regulations on 
the financial industry while 
Republicans insisted on 
more bargaining. President 
Barack Obama admonished 
Wall Street leaders “to join 
us instead of fighting us” 
to prevent a future national 
financial collapse. 

The test vote loomed in an 
election-year climate, with 
lawmakers ready to campaign 
this summer on the results 
of this legislation — written 
in reaction to the economic 
crisis that threw the nation 
into recession — as well as

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overhaul. 

“The time for stalling is over,” 
declared Senate Democratic 
leader Harry Reid of Nevada. 
That drew a quick response 
from the Republican leader, 
Mitch McConnell ofKentucky: 
“I don’t think bipartisanship is 
a waste of time.” 

Without an accord with the 
GOP, which was blocking the 
start of formal debate on the 
bill, Democrats would need 
60 votes to move ahead in the 
Senate. Despite some signs of 
wavering, all 41 Republicans 
in the 100-member Senate 
remained publicly opposed on 
Thursday. 

Reid was eager to test the 
Republican resolve, even 
as bipartisan negotiations 
continued. Reid conceded that 
the timetable for a vote could 
change if the talks bear fruit. 
Without a bipartisan bargain, 
Democrats were determined 
to portray Republicans as 
Wall Street allies and put them 
through test votes until enough 
senators agreed to proceed. 
Emerging from a late 
afternoon meeting with 
Banking Committee 

Chairman Christopher 

Dodd, the committee’s top 
Republican, Richard Shelby, 
said chances of an agreement 
before Monday’s vote were 
“probably not probable.” He 
predicted Republicans would 
vote as a bloc to put off action 
on the bill. 

At the same time, senior 


Democrats signaled Thursday 
they hope to ease day-old 
restrictions a Senate committee 
slapped on the trading of 
financial derivatives, the 
complex investments blamed 
as a contributing factor to the 
economic near-meltdown of 
2008. 

The sweeping regulations 
represent the broadest attempt 
to overhaul the U.S. financial 
system since the 1930s. A 
House-passed bill and the 
pending Senate version 
would create a mechanism for 
liquidating large firms, set up 
a council to detect systemwide 
financial threats and establish 
a consumer protection agency 
to police lending, credit cards 
and other bank-customer 
transactions. 

Opinion polls show the public 
is receptive to new federal 
curbs on Wall Street after twin 
catastrophes — the recession 
that has driven unemployment 
to double-digits and a banking 
crisis that has led to huge losses 
in Americans’ retirement 
accounts. 

No details were immediately 
available on possible changes 
on derivatives. But the Obama 
administration and some 
Senate Democrats have raised 
concerns over provisions 
cleared by the Senate 
Agriculture Committee, 
including one that would 
effectively require banks 
to spin off their derivatives 
business. 


Reid said the heads of two 
Senate committees had met to 
discuss combining competing 
proposals on derivatives, 
financial products such as com 
futures or stock options whose 
worth depends on the values 
of underlying investments. 
Companies use them to hedge 
against risks, such as interest 
rate swings or oil price spikes. 
But they became a vehicle for 
speculation and helped trigger 
the financial crisis when the 
underlying investments — 
mortgage-backed securities, 
for example — plunged in 
value. 

Reid’s comments were the first 
official word that the measure 
approved on Wednesday by 
the Agriculture Committee 
would not go directly to the 
Senate floor — even though 
the committee’s chair, Sen. 
Blanche Lincoln of Arkansas, 
had told reporters she had 
assurances it would. 

Lincoln, who faces a difficult 
re-election race, reacted with 
barely disguised anger. The 
committee “has passed not 
only the strongest, but the only 
bipartisan Wall Street reform 
bill,” she said in a statement 
released to The Associated 
Press. “This legislation will 
only strengthen the broader 
reform bill and it should be 
incorporated as is and sent 
straight to the Senate floor.” 
Obama has made the broader 
legislation one of his 
congressional priorities, and 
in a speech in New York he 
chastised Wall Street for risky 
practices at the same time he 
sought its help for “updated, 
commonsense” banking 
regulations to head off any 
new financial crisis. 

At a news conference during 
the day, top Democrats 
accused Republicans of falsely 
claiming a bill approved 
earlier in the Senate Banking 
Committee included a $50 
billion fund that would be 
used to bail out failing banks. 
“The lies are not taking hold,” 
said Sen. Chuck Schumer, D- 
N.Y. 

Earlier, McConnell challenged 
Democrats to disprove his 
claim. “This bill would give the 
administration the authority to 
use taxpayer funds to support 
financial institutions at a time 
of crisis,” he said. □

Burning oil rig sinks, 
setting stage for big spill

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 
deepwater oil platform that 
burned for more than a day 
after a massive explosion 
sank into the Gulf of Mexico 
on Thursday, creating the 
potential for a major spill as it 
underscored the slim chances 
that the 11 workers still 
missing survived. 

The sinking of the Deepwater 
Horizon, which burned 
violently until the gulf itself 
extinguished the fire, could 
unleash more than 300,000 
gallons of crude a day into 
the water. The environmental 
hazards would be greatest 
if the spill were to reach the 
Louisiana coast, some 50 
miles away. 

Crews searched by air and 
water for the missing workers, 
hoping they had managed to 
reach a lifeboat, but one relative 
said family members have 
been told it’s unlikely any of 
the missing survived Tuesday 
night’s blast. The Coast Guard 
found two lifeboats but no one 
was inside. More than 100 
workers escaped the explosion 
and fire; four were critically 
injured.Carolyn Kemp said her 
grandson, Roy Wyatt Kemp, 
27, was among the missing. 
She said he would have been 
on the drilling platform when 
it exploded. 

“They’re assuming all those 
men who were on the platform 
are dead,” Kemp said. “That’s 
the last we’ve heard.” 

Jed Kersey said his 3 3-year- 
old son, John, had finished his 
shift on the rig floor and was 
sleeping when the explosion 
happened. He said his son 
told him that all 11 missing 
workers were on the rig floor 
at the time of the explosion. 
An alarm sounded and the 
electricity went out, sending 
John Kersey and other workers 
scurrying to a lifeboat that 
took them to a nearby service 
boat, his father said. 

“They waited for as many 
people as they could,” Jed 
Kersey said. He said his son 
wasn’t ready to talk publicly 
about his experience. 


As the rig burned, supply 
vessels shot water into it to try 
to keep it afloat and avoid an oil 
spill, but there were additional 
explosions Thursday. 

Officials had previously said 
the environmental damage 
appeared minimal, but new 
challenges have arisen now 
that the platform has sunk. 

The well could be spilling up 
to 336,000 gallons of crude 
oil a day, Coast Guard Petty 
Officer Katherine McNamara 
said. She said she didn’t know 
whether the crude oil was 
spilling into the gulf. The rig 
also carried 700,000 gallons 
of diesel fuel, but that would 
likely evaporate if the fire 
didn’t consume it. 

Coast Guard Rear Adm. 
Mary Landry said crews saw 
a l-mile-by-5-mile rainbow 
sheen with a dark center of 
what appeared to be a crude 
oil mix on the surface of the 
water. She said there wasn’t 
any evidence crude oil was 
coming out after the rig sank, 
but officials also aren’t sure 
what’s going on underwater. 
They have dispatched a vessel 
to check. 

The oil will do much less 
damage at sea than it would if 
it hits the shore, said Cynthia 
Sarthou, executive director 
of the Gulf Restoration 
Network. 

“If it gets landward, it could 
be a disaster in the making,” 
Sarthou said. 

Doug Helton, incident 
operations coordinator for the 
National Oceanographic and 
Atmospheric Administration’s 
office of response and 
restoration, said the spill is 
not expected to come onshore 
in the next three to four days. 
“But if the winds were to 
change, it could come ashore 
more rapidly,” he said. 

At the worst-case figure of 
336,000 gallons a day, it would 
take more than a month for the 
amount of crude oil spilled to 
equal the 11 million gallons 
spilled from the Exxon Valdez 
in Alaska’s Prince William 
Sound. 

The well will need to be capped 
off underwater. Coast Guard 
Petty Officer Ashley Butler 


said crews were prepared 
for the platform to sink and 
had the equipment at the site 
to limit the environmental 
damage. 

Oil giant BP, which contracted 
the rig, said it has mobilized 
four aircraft that can spread 
chemicals to break up the oil 
and 32 vessels, including a big 
storage barge, that can suck 
more than 171,000 barrels of 
oil a day from the surface. 
Crews searching for the 
missing workers, meanwhile, 
have covered the 1,940- 
square-mile search area by 
air 12 times and by boat five 
times. The boats searched all 
night. 

The family of Dewey Revette, 


48, said he was also among the 
missing. He worked as a driller 
on the rig and had been with 
the company for 29 years. 
“We’re all just sitting around 


waiting for the phone to 
ring and hoping for good 
news. And praying about it,” 
said Revette’s 23-year-old 
daughter, Andrea Cochran.□ 
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US detains NY-bound passenger in Puerto Rico

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) — A man on a 
flight from West Africa to New York City was 
removed from the plane and detained Thursday 
after authorities apparently added him to a no- 
fly list during the trip. 

Customs and Border Protection agents detained 
the man while the Delta Air Lines jet stopped to 
refuel in San Juan, Puerto Rico after an overnight 
trip from Dakar, Senegal. The flight originated 
in Nigeria, the native country of a man accused 
of boarding a Detroit-bound airplane from 
Amsterdam in December with a bomb hidden in 
his underwear. 

The man detained in Puerto Rico was not 
immediately charged with any crime. Customs 
and Border Protection issued a statement 
identifying him only as “potential person of 
interest,” who was removed from the flight for 
questioning. 

But passengers told The Associated Press that 
the captain announced over the intercom that the 


man had been added to a roster of people banned 
from travel to the U.S. while the plane was in 
flight. 

The captain described the passenger as a “serious 
security risk,” said Joan Mower, a passenger 
from Washington. 

“The good news is nothing happened, we’re all 
safe,” said Mower, a former Associated Press 
reporter, now director of development for Voice 
of America. “The question is how does a guy 
who is on the no-fly list get on a plane ... and 
Delta only hears about it over the Atlantic.” 

The man, a citizen of Gambia, was not on 
the no-fly list when he boarded the aircraft in 
Dakar, Senegal, said a U.S. official who spoke 
on condition of anonymity because he was not 
authorized to discuss the issue publicly. 

It was not clear what triggered suspicions about 
the man. U.S. officials typically do not confirm 
whether or not any specific individual is on 
the no-fly list and, for security reasons, do not 
discuss what factors might lead someone to be 
banned from travel to the U.S. 


The flight continued on without incident to New 
York’s John F. Kennedy International Airport 
after the man was removed from the plane. 
Passenger Nbaye Beye said the man, who 
appeared to be in his late 20s, appeared nervous 
when approached by a U.S. agent but got off the 
plane quietly. 

“The other passengers were nervous but everyone 
was sitting calm and cool,” another passenger, 
Hassane Diallo, told Associated Press Television 
News.

Although Netanyahu was 
repeating his long-standing 
position, the timing of the 
statement threatened to 
undermine Mitchell’s latest 
efforts to restart peace talks. 
Mark Regev, an Israeli 
government spokesman, 
denied earlier reports that 
Israel had officially rejected 
an American demand for 
a settlement freeze in 
Jerusalem. 

In Washington, the State 
Department said the decision 
to send Mitchell was made 
late Wednesday after lower- 
level officials had meetings 
with Israeli and Palestinian 
representatives. 

“We don’t go to meet just to 
meet. We go there because we 
have some indication that both 
sides are willing to engage 
seriously on the issues that are 
on the table,” said spokesman 
P.J. Crowley. 

“We understand that the 
Israelis have a long-standing 
position,” he added. “But... the 
status quo is not sustainable. 
Mitchell arrived after a month¬ 
long break sparked by a dispute 
over Israeli construction in 
east Jerusalem, hoping to prod 
the Israelis and Palestinians 
to launch negotiations for the 
first time in more than a year. 
It was far from certain 
whether he would succeed, 
though Israeli and Palestinian 


officials both indicated that 
they were ready to get past the 
deadlock. 

The sides were set to begin 
indirect peace talks in early 
March when Israel revealed 
plans to build 1,600 homes 
for Jews in east Jerusalem. 
The announcement, which 
came during a visit by Vice 
President Joe Biden, infuriated 
the Americans and prompted 
the Palestinians to postpone 
the indirect talks indefinitely. 
The U.S. has been pushing 
Israel to cancel the planned 
housing project, halt other 
east Jerusalem construction 
and make other confidence¬ 
building measures to the 
Palestinians. 

Netanyahu has repeatedly 
refused to curb Jewish 
construction in east Jerusalem, 
saying he is following a four- 
decade-old policy of his 
predecessors. Israel considers 
all of the city to be its eternal 
capital. 

But in the TV interview, he 
said he hopes to resolve the 
differences with Washington, 
Israel’s closest and most 
important ally. 

“There are ups and downs. 
There is a very strong 
fabric of relations that will 
allow us to overcome these 
problems in the end and reach 
understandings,” he said. 
Israeli officials declined to 
say what gestures were under 
consideration. The government 


has debated proposals to free 
some of the thousands of 
Palestinian prisoners in Israeli 
jails, turn over more West 
Bank territory to Palestinian 
control and possibly curb 
Jewish construction in the 
heart of Arab neighborhoods 
in east Jerusalem. 

Some 180,000 Israelis 
live in east Jerusalem, the 
vast majority in Jewish 
neighborhoods that ring the 
area. But an estimated 2,000 
Israeli nationalists live deep 
inside Arab neighborhoods, 
creating friction between the 
sides. 

An estimated 250,000 
Palestinians live in Arab 
neighborhoods of the city. A 
halt to Israeli housing activity 
in these areas, while short of 
U.S. and Palestinian demands 
for a freeze in all of east 
Jerusalem, would nonetheless 
mark a concession by Israel. 
Netanyahu would have a hard 
time selling even limited 
concessions to his government, 
a coalition dominated by hard¬ 
line nationalist parties. 

“It is just impossible and 
unacceptable that people try to 
impress us that we should limit 
construction in Jerusalem,” 
Benny Begin, a senior Cabinet 
minister, told foreign reporters 
and diplomats Thursday. 

The status of east Jerusalem 
is the most explosive 
issue dividing Israelis and 
Palestinians. Israel captured 


the area — home to key 
Jewish, Muslim and Christian 
holy sites — in the 1967 
Mideast war and immediately 
annexed it. The annexation 
has never been internationally 
recognized. 

Mitchell arrived late Thursday 
for his first visit since the spat 
with Israel erupted during 
Biden’s visit in early March. 
He was scheduled to meet 
separately with Netanyahu 
and Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas on Friday. 
Palestinian negotiator Saeb 
Erekat called the Netanyahu 
position on Jerusalem “very 
unfortunate” and said he 
hoped the U.S. “will be 
able to convince the Israeli 
government to give peace a 


chance by halting settlement 
construction in east Jerusalem 
and elsewhere.” 

Nonetheless, he left the door 
open to resuming talks. Asked 
if anything short of an east 
Jerusalem construction freeze 
would bring the Palestinians 
back to the negotiating table, 
he said it would depend on 
what Netanyahu told the 
Americans. 

Another Palestinian official 
said Abbas planned to bring 
any proposal to the 22- 
member Arab League — a 
move that would give a stamp 
of legitimacy for restarting 
the negotiations. The official 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity pending a formal

Dutch-speaking Liberals, one 
of Leterme’s five coalition 
parties, quit the Cabinet 
on Thursday, accusing its 
Francophone counterparts 
of blocking a deal to break 
up the Brussels-area district 
the constitutional court ruled 
illegal in 2003. Leterme offered 
King Albert the resignation of 
his government. 

The Belgian monarch did not 
immediately accept it, but 
began consultations with key 
politicians on the way forward. 
That may take several days, 
Parliament President Patrick 
Dewael told reporters. 

In a statement, the royal 
palace called a political crisis 
“inopportune.” 

It said it could harm 
“Belgium’s role in Europe 
and at an international level” 
— a reference to fear that the 
political deadlock could drag 
into the second half of 2010 
when Belgium holds the EU’s 
rotating presidency. 

That is not an unreasonable 
fear. Leterme’s government 


took office March 20, 2008 
after a political impasse over 
a similar and related linguistic 
spat that lasted a record 194 
days. 

Linguistic disputes — rooted 
in history and economic 
differences — have long 
dominated politics in this 
country of 6.5 million Dutch- 
speakers and 4 million 
Francophones. 

Belgium is divided into Dutch- 
and French-speaking regions, 
which determines what single 
language is used on everything 
from mortgages and traffic 
signs to election ballots and 
divorce papers. 

In 2003, the Constitutional 
Court ruled the bilingual 
Brussels-Halle-Vilvoorde 
voting district illegal since 
it violates the separation of 
Dutch- and French-language 
regions. It comprises officially 
bilingual Brussels but also 20- 
odd towns in Dutch-speaking 
Flanders around the capital. 
Dutch-speaking politicians 
have long complained the 


district lets Francophones 

— who have moved from 
Brussels into Dutch-speaking 
suburbs — vote for French- 
speaking parties in the capital. 
Leterme’s alliance of Christian 
Democrats, Liberals and 
Socialists — split into Dutch 
and French-speaking camps 

— took office March 20, 2008. 
They agreed to resolve the 
voting district issue by Easter 
of 2010, a deadline that was 
missed. 

Leterme’s government fell 
apart when he asked for another 
extension of the deadline. 

“We are the end of our rope,” 
Guy Vanhengel, a Flemish 
Liberal said Thursday. “I 
think that efforts to come to a 
negotiated settlement are not 
succeeding.” 

Belgiumhasthreemainregions: 
Dutch-speaking Flanders in the 
north, economically-lagging 
Francophone Wallonia in the 
south, and officially bilingual 

— but largely French-speaking 

— Brussels in the middle. The 
three regions have in the past 


25 years acquired ever more 
autonomy. 

As King Albert met with 
political leaders at the royal 
palace, about 15 members of 
the far-right Flemish Interest 
party sang the Flemish anthem 
and briefly hoisted a banner 
in the empty parliament 
chamber.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Military intelligence officers 
warned earlier this year that 
North Korea was preparing 
a suicide submarine attack 
on a South Korean vessel in 
retaliation for an earlier defeat 
in a sea battle, a newspaper 
said Thursday. 

There has been growing 
speculation that North Korea 
was behind the March 26 
explosion that split the 1,200- 
ton Cheonan in two and sank 
it, killing at least 39 people 
and leaving seven missing. 
Seoul has not directly blamed 
Pyongyang for the blast, 
and the North has denied 
involvement, but suspicion 
remains given the country’s 
history of provocation and 
attacks on the South. 

On Thursday, the mass- 
circulation Chosun Ilbo 
newspaper reported the 
Korea Defense Intelligence 
Command alerted the navy 


weeks ahead of the ship 
sinking that North Korea was 
preparing underwater suicide 
teams in mini-submarines to 
attack the South. 

These “human torpedo” 
squads were said to involve 
small submarines navigated 
so close to the target that their 
torpedoes or explosives blow 
up both target and the attackers, 
or are timed to explode while 
the attackers escape from the 
vehicle, the report said. 

The attack preparations were 
aimed at retaliating against 
the South over its defeat in a 
naval skirmish in November, 
the paper said. The site of the 
sinking is near where the rival 
Koreas fought three times 
since 1999, most recently a 
November clash that left one 
North Korean soldier dead 
and three others wounded. 
South Korea is investigating

Missouri revenues down, 
more spending cuts planned

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. - Public schools took another 
funding hit Thursday as Gov. Jay Nixon cut more than 
$45 million from Missouri’s budget to offset worse-than- 
expected tax collections. 

The governor’s latest actions bring to more than $900 
million the total that has been vetoed or cut from this 
year’s $23.7 billion budget for state operations and capital 
improvements. 

The spending cuts generally are attributable to the sluggish 
economy. As people earn less and buy less, they also pay less 
in state income and sales taxes, which comprise the bulk of 
Missouri’s budget. 

“Revenue is coming in even worse than anyone could have 
expected,” said Linda Luebbering, the budget director for 
Nixon’s administration. 

April tax collections are down 19 percent from the same 
point last year, and collections are down 13.8 percent so far 
for the 2010 fiscal year that runs through June 30. 

The average income tax payment has fallen nearly 30 percent 
this year compared to last year, while the average income tax 
refund has risen 8 percent, Luebbering said. State sales tax 
collections have declined for 10 straight fiscal quarters. 

One of the largest budget cuts announced Thursday is an 
additional $8 million reduction in state aid to public school 
busing, bringing the total cut for the school year to $12 
million. That equates to about 7 percent of the total busing 
aid that schools were due to receive. 

Nixon also cut an additional $4.9 million — on top of $2 
million in previous cuts — to the Parents as Teachers early 
childhood development program. That equates to a total 
cut of more than one-fifth of the nearly $30.9 million the 
program had been budgeted to receive. 

Thursday’s cuts include a reduction in state subsidies for 
biodiesel plants and the St. Louis mass transit system. 
Nixon’s administration noted that voters in the St. Louis area 
recently approved a tax increase for their transit system. 
Also cut was an additional $8.5 million in payments toward 
the health care benefits of future state retirees. Nixon now 
has cut a little over half of the $42.1 million that had been 
budgeted for those payments. Luebbering said the state is 
making the payments “at a slightly slower pace.” 

As Nixon’s administration announced the additional 2010 
budget cuts, House and Senate negotiators began work 
Thursday on a final version of next year’s budget, which 
must be passed by May 7. 

The legislative negotiators agreed to make additional cuts 
to both the Parents as Teachers program and public school 
transportation in the 2011 budget. 

Parents as Teachers offers developmental health screenings 
for infants and preschoolers and sends trained workers into 
parents’ homes to provide child-rearing instruction. Next 
year’s funding would be cut to less than half of what the 
program was supposed to get this year. 

To offset the state funding cut, lawmakers are considering 
legislation that could require some families to pay a portion 
of the costs for the program if there are no developmental 
delays found in their children after six visits.□

NEW YORK - The stock 
market recovered from early 
losses and closed modestly 
higher Thursday after 
President Barack Obama’s 
speech on financial reform 
contained no unpleasant 
surprises. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose about 9 points 
after being down about 108. 
Broader indexes also turned 
higher. 

The market fell sharply early 
in the day as Greece’s debt 
problems worsened and on 
fears that Obama would 
advocate tough restrictions on 
banks. When he didn’t, stocks 
recovered. 

Prices also got a boost from 
a jump in sales of existing 
homes last month. 

In a speech in New York, 
Obama said the economy is 
recovering quickly but the 
progress needs to be felt more 
deeply among the millions 
of unemployed Americans. 
He has blamed Wall Street 
for helping push the country 
into recession. Obama gave a 
speech in support of his efforts 
to pass legislation that would 
overhaul financial markets. 
The Senate could debate the 
financial overhaul bill next 
week. The House has already 
passed its own version. 
Investors were rattled early in 
the day by news about Greece. 
The country’s borrowing costs 
surged again when Europe’s 
statistics agency found that 
Greece’s budget deficit last 
year was even larger than 
previously thought. The 
findings pushed Greece closer 
to tapping loans from 15 
European countries and the 
International Monetary Fund. 
Moody’s Investor Services 
downgraded Greece’s debt 
and said more downgrades 


could be coming. 

“It rings the alarm bell at 
least in the very short-term,” 
said Steven Goldman, chief 
market strategist at Weeden 
& Co., referring to the latest 
problems in Greece. 

Greece’s debt crisis has 
undermined confidence in 
Europe’s shared currency, the 
euro, and raised the troubling 
possibility that other weak 
European economies such as 
Portugal may also need to be 
bailed out. 

Investors sent homebuilder 
stocks higher after the National 
Association of Realtors said 
sales of existing homes rose 
6.8 percent last month after 
falling 0.8 percent in February. 
Sales of previously occupied 
homes had been expected to 
rise 5.2 percent, according to 
Thomson Reuters. 

Stocks have been climbing 
steadily over the past 13 
months, and the gains in the 
past two months have come 
with very few breaks. Many 
analysts have been expecting 
a break in the market’s ascent, 
which would be in keeping 
with historical patterns. As 
occurred Thursday, most 
recent drops have faded 
quickly as buyers step in. 


The Dow rose 9.37, or 0.1 
percent, to 11,134.29. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
rose 2.73, or 0.2 percent, to 
1,208.67, while the Nasdaq 
composite index rose 14.46, 
or 0.6 percent, to 2,519.07. 
Bond prices fell, lifting yields. 
The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note rose to 
3.78 percent from 3.74 percent 
late Wednesday. 

The dollar rose against other 
major currencies, while gold 
fell. 

Crude oil rose 2 cents to 
$83.70 per barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. 
The Labor Department 
reported that the number 
of people applying for 
unemployment benefits 
dipped to 456,000 last week, 
after rising unexpectedly the 
past couple of weeks. The 
drop was about in line with 
expectations. 

Homebuilder Hovnanian 
Enterprises Inc. rose 25 
cents, or 4 percent, to $6.57. 
KB Home rose $1.12, or 6.3 
percent, to $18.87. 

Beyond concerns about 
Obama’s speech and troubles 
in Greece, earnings reports 
also brought questions about 
the economy. □

At his annual session 
Thursday with the Associated 
Press Sports Editors, Selig 
said University of California, 
Los Angeles professor Dr. 
Gary Green hasn’t made 
a determination. The U.S. 
Anti-Doping Agency insists 
the test is valid. 

“As soon as Dr. Green has 
finished his study on things, 
believe me. I’m most anxious 
to move forward,” Selig said. 
“One can debate what HGH 
does or doesn’t do. It needs 
to be banned.” 

While HGH is banned by 
baseball, the sport doesn’t 
test for it. 

Unionized major leaguers 
currently have only urine 


testing. The players’ union 
has said it would consider a 
blood test if it is validated. 
Selig said that if baseball 
adopts the test, it would 
start using it for players with 
minor league contracts. He 
has repeatedly spoken with 
club athletic trainers about 
how prevalent the use of 
HGH is in the majors. 

“The answer is we really don’t 
know,” Selig said. “Most 
think it’s relatively low, but 
they really don’t know.” 
Cincinnati pitcher Edinson 
Volquez was suspended 
50 games this week for 
testing positive for a banned 
fertility drug. It was the first 
suspension of a major leaguer 
under the drug program 
since Los Angeles Dodgers 
slugger Manny Ra m irez was 
penalized last May. “The 
only thing that it proves is 
our program is working,” 
Selig said. “We do a lot of 
education. We’ll do more.” 
On another topic, Selig said 
that while attendance is down 
between 1 and 2 percent this 
season, advance ticket sales 


for the rest of season were 
up 7 percent as of April 15, 
according to Major League 
Baseball Advanced Media, 
which handles online sales. 
“We’ve had a little weather 
problem, a little here and 
there, but I feel pretty good 
about it,” he said. 

Selig has noticed the low

HOUSTON (AP) — Houston Rockets point guard Aaron 
Brooks was named the NBA’s most improved player on 
Thursday. 

The 1.83-meter (6-foot) Brooks set career highs in points 
(19.6 per game), assists (5.3) and rebounds (2.6). His scoring 
average went up 8.4 points from 2008-09, the highest increase 
of any qualifying player. 

The Rockets missed the playoffs for the first time since 2006. 
Brooks started all 82 games while the roster went through 
several changes during the season, caused by injuries or 
trades. 

Brooks, the Rockets’ first-round draft pick in 2007, set a team 
record for 3-pointers made (209) and became the sixth player 
in NBA history to record at least 200 3-pointers and 400 
assists.

Magic takes 2-0 lead, Spurs square series 


ORLANDO, Florida (AP) — 
The Dwight Howard-Vince 
Carter tandem again wasn’t 
perfect but good enough to 
give the Orlando Magic a 
92-77 win over the Charlotte 
Bobcats on Wednesday, and a 
2-0 lead in their NBA playoff 
series. 

Carter finished with 19 points 
and Howard scored 15. The 
Magic’s star duo was less than 
stellar but took over when it 
counted most. They combined 
for 21 second-half points to 
help Orlando build a 20-point 
lead and hold on late. 

Stephen Jackson showed no 
effects from his hyperextended 
left knee to score 27 points, 
and Gerald Wallace had 15 
points for the Bobcats. But 
their 21 turnovers are a big 
reason why they’re heading 
home still searching for the 
franchise’s first playoff win. 
Game 3 in the best-of-seven 
series is Saturday in Charlotte. 
The Bobcats went more than 
eight minutes to start the 
game with only three points, 
and had just one field goal 
with six turnovers during that 
stretch. The goods news was 
that the Magic was almost as 
bad early. 

The first half was a turnover- 
fest for both teams, and 
nobody could consistently 
hit a shot. Things were so 
out of sorts that the normally 
sharpshooting J.J. Redick 
even badly missed the free 
throw from Charlotte coach 
Larry Brown’s technical foul 
in the second quarter. 

The Magic put together the 
closest thing to a run, and they 
gradually eked out a 41 -3 0 lead 
at half time. With Charlotte’s 
14 first-half turnovers, though, 
they could’ve been up more. 
Orlando’s star pairing 
belatedly got going. Howard 
had nine points in the first 


five-plus minutes of the third 
before picking up his fourth 
foul, again relegating him to 
the bench. 

Then, Carter took the reigns. 
Orlando’s biggest offseason 
acquisition, Carter sliced 
his way through the lane for 
several layups late in the third 
quarter. He anchored a run 
that put the Magic ahead 75- 
55 after three quarters. 

After Charlotte trimmed the 
lead to eight with 3:16, Carter 
followed with a jumper. Then 
Jackson missed a layup, and 
Jameer Nelson raced down 
court to convert a three-point 
play that sealed Orlando’s 
win. 

Spurs 102, Mavericks 88 

In Dallas, Richard Jefferson 
scored 17 of his 19 points 
in the first half to help San 
Antonio beat Dallas and tie 
their first-round series at a 
game apiece. 

Jefferson responded to 
criticism by coach Gregg 
Popovich after Game 1. He 
was 7 of 9 by halftime, several 
coming during a 12-1 surge 


that broke the game open for 
good. 

Dallas’ Dirk Nowitzki went 
from hardly missing in Game 
1 to hardly making baskets. 
He missed six of his first 
seven shots, and even missed 
a free throw after having made 
88 in a row. He finished with 
24 points, down from 36 in the 
series opener. 

The Mavericks played their 
best only after they seemed 
to have buried themselves 
— down 16-5 early, they got 
within one by the end of the 
quarter; down 80-60 late in 
the third quarter they scored 
12 straight points; down 13 
again early in the fourth, 
they clawed within five. 
However, they never led and 
have now given away home- 
court advantage. Game 3 is in 
San Antonio on Friday, and 
the fans can’t wait.

“He has now put his entire career under a cloud 
and in the process made himself the object 
of jokes,” Logan said. “In this day and age, a 
professional athlete should know better.” 
Merritt was recently notified that the presence 
of DHEA was the cause of his positive test. 
DHEA is short for dehydroepiandrosterone, 
which is a steroids precursor banned by the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency. 

The product that Merritt took is called 
“ExtenZe,” a person familiar with the case 
told The Associated Press. It’s a product that 
promises male sexual enhancement. 

The person spoke on the condition of the 
anonymity because the details of the case were 
supposed to remain confidential. 

US AD A confirmed the sprinter tested positive 
and had agreed not to compete until his case 
has been resolved. US AD A said it would make 
further announcements after the investigation 
and case were complete. 

The US AD A process can last from weeks to 
months. Typically, an athlete guilty of a first¬ 
time doping violation receives a two-year 
suspension. US AD A does have a precedent of 
giving more favorable terms to athletes who 
cooperate. 

“It’s hard to say at this point what the end result 
would be,” Jacobs said in a telephone interview 
with The Associated Press. “But I think we can 


put forth a compelling case, and that it was 
inadvertent and the circumstances that led up 
to it.” 

“To know that I’ve tested positive as a result 
of a product that I used for personal reasons is 
extremely difficult to wrap my hands around,” 
Merritt said in the release. “Any penalty that I 
may receive for my action will not overshadow 
the embarrassment and humiliation that I feel 
inside.” 

Over the years, Merritt has developed a robust 
rivalry with 2004 Olympic champion Jeremy 
Warmer, one of the best in track since no one 
can touch Usain Bolt in the 100 and 200. 
Merritt held off Warmer for the gold in Beijing. 
Then, last summer at the world championships 
in Berlin, Merritt topped Warmer again, flying 
past Warmer on the final curve. 

The latest news ends a period of relative quiet 
on the doping front in track. High-profile 
doping convictions in recent years have resulted 
in stripped results and suspensions for Marion 
Jones, Tim Montgomery and Justin Gatlin, 
among others. 

“You’ve got to look at the facts of the case. This 
is different,” said Jacobs, who represents many 
athletes in doping cases, including Jones and 
Montgomery. “In LaShawn’s case, at the end 
of the day, I’d be surprised if anyone disputes 
what caused it. It’s important that people try to 
recognize the difference and not lump them all 
into the same category.’Q

Environmentalists urge NGO’s in Aruba to work together 




ORANJESTAD — The best 


way to celebrate Earth Day 
today is for non-governmental 
organizations to join forces 
and work together to increase 
awareness for the environment. 
That is the opinion of two avid 
environmentalists, Stanley 
Brown and UrvinLeest. Brown 
and Leest both participated 
actively in the creation of the 
National Integrated Strategic 
Plan, NISP, which outlines a 
view for Aruba in 2025. The 
NISP was a collaborative 
effort between the public 
sector and the community as a 
whole to formulate a plan for 



sustainable development for 
the island. 


Awareness for the environment 
is much more than focusing 
on the litter on the island, 
according to Leest. It means 
channeling all energy to 
change the mentality of the 
community, he continued. 
“And one way to achieve this 
is by motivating all NGO’s to 
work together, with a common 
goal.” 

Brown and Leest believe the 
NISP reflects the vision and 
desire of the Aruba community. 
“The people here want to see 
sustainable development in 


various areas, to guarantee a 
better Aruba for our children. 
But they also want to see 
sustainable development from 
a collaborative point of view,” 
Stanley Brown. 

Urvin Leest noted that to many 
organizations are working 
individually, without noticing 
what others may be doing as 
well. The three main sectors, 
namely the Government, 
the business community and 
the NGO’s have not been 
able to find the necessary 
connection to effectively 
influence the mentality of 
the community in general, 
regarding the environment, he 
said. “Each has their task, but 
lack connectivity for reaching 
common goals.” 

But, NGO’s amongst 
themselves are not working 
according to a common 
objective or structure 
either, and before reaching 
a collaborative action on 
national level, there has to be 
a open dialogue between the 
environmental organizations, 
Brown and Lees emphasized. 
“Only then we are able to 


reach out to the government 
and the private sector,” Leest 
added. Once that happens, the 
three will be able to work in 
the interest of the environment 
and the Aruban people. 

One of the tasks will be to 
make Arubans conscious 
consumers, in order to reduce 
their carbon footprint, Brown 
continued. His colleague 
Leest said the consumer has 
to realize that he or she has an 
impact on the environment by 
means of lifestyles. Only when 
the consumer adapts his or her 
lifestyle it will be possible to 
stop the import of foam boxes, 
plastic bags, as well as reduce 


dependency on fossil fuels. 
“The mentality is Aruba’s 
biggest problem. Litter and 
illegal dumps are just part of 
that problem.” 

Both Leest and Brown are 
convinced the process for 
changing mentality is slowly 
changing. The NISP itself is 
not a static, onetime project 
but still lives on. Moreover, 
more and more businesses are 
becoming environmentally 
responsible. And even though 
some may lag behind, the 
reality is that it will not be a 
matter of choice, but necessity 
to become responsible citizens 
in terms of the environment.

who donated C02 neutral ice 
cream, with all environmental 
friendly ingredients. The ice 
cream was even delivered in 
the company’s solar powered 
truck. 

Other green projects of 
AIFF in the park include the 
reforestation of the Plantation 
Prins with coconut seedlings 
collected during the cleanup 
of Rancho Daimari. AIFF also 
plans a fundraising activity to 
partially offset the cost of an 
irrigation system to maintain 
those trees. Added benefits 
are that the abandoned 
coconut plantation at that 
location will be cleaned and 
that the activity will include 
instruction on planting a 
sustainable garden in the 
Aruba climate.

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Bailouts vs. Breakups

America these days is in one of those Alice in Wonderland 
moments where the incredible and impossible become all too 
likely. Case in point: Republicans are seriously arguing that the 
federal government should break up big banks. No, that wasn’t 
a typo and we’re not talking backbenchers or windmill tilters 
here. Senators John Comyn, Johnny Isakson, Richard Shelby, 
and John McCain have voiced some support for the reinstating 
the Glass-Steagall Act, a piece of New Deal legislation whose 
effective repeal in 1999 allowed American banks to greatly 
expand in size and scope. 

This sudden burst of populist rethinking has been inspired by 
the Democrats’ push for financial reform legislation. Senate 
Minority Leader Mitch McConnell has charged that what the 
Democrats are planning to do to regulate banks represents a 
“permanent bailout,” through the establishment of a fund to deal 
with faltering banks. Others have charged that the Chris Dodd- 
led Democrat plan amounts to the Fannie-and-Freddie-ization 
of Wall Street, through a narrowed focus of the Federal Reserve 
and explicit and implicit guarantees. Indeed, Kansas City Fed 
president Thomas Hoenig wrote in the New York Times this 
weekend that the bill “deliberately narrows the central bank’s 
focus to Wall Street alone.” 

The problem that both parties are wrestling with is the concept 
of “too big to fail.” It might not be a big problem for the country 
if a small number of local banks go bankrupt but if that happened 
to, say, Bank of America, it would create a problem that simply 
cried out for government intervention. And the plausible political 
alternative to the Democrats’ financial regulations, regrettably, 
does not seem to be less government intervention. 

Democrats have chargedthatAmerica’srecentrecession stemmed 
from Wall Street “greed” and Republican “deregulation.” 
Several stubborn facts suggest this is a distorted picture of what 
happened. Banks have been somewhat freed up to compete with 
other financial institutions but most of their deposits are insured 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation and they are still 
heavily regulated by the federal government. The Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, activists making use of 
the Community Reinvestment Act, and Fannie and Freddie 
all encouraged banks to issue subprime loans, and the Bush 
administration went so far as to actively discourage banks from 
requiring significant down payments. 

Of course, not all government regulations are created equal, 
and Republicans, some Fed governors, and not a few public 
choice economists argue that an orderly bank breakup would be 
the least bad option. It’s only a slight exaggeration to say they 
would get around “too big to fail” by eliminating big banking 
altogether. □ 


Haiti doesn't need foreign- 

aid money. It needs a better 
development strategy.

Arlington, Va. - Michelle Obama visited Haiti 
last week and told Haitians still digging out of 
devastation that “the world stands with you.” 
True, as the US military plans to end its disaster 
relief mission in Haiti at the beginning of June, 
the world will watch as Haiti transitions from 
emergency relief to reconstruction. But the 
country’s future hinges on the development 
strategy the international community chooses. 
At the recent United Nations fundraising 
conference for Haiti, Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon spoke of a “sweeping exercise in 
nation-building on a scale and scope not seen 
in generations.” Donors pledged more than 
$5 billion for Haitian reconstruction efforts in 
coming years. The worldwide sentiment to help 
Haiti should be lauded, but the international 
community’s aid-based development strategy 
should not. 

Haiti clearly faces immediate financial needs, 
but donors must realize that an approach that 
has failed for decades will continue to yield the 
same results. The international community’s 
aid strategy has not led to sustained economic 
growth in Haiti, or any other country. Aside 
from marginal growth last year, Haiti’s economy 
remained stagnant despite tens of billions of 
aid dollars during the past half century. 
Countries worldwide have spent more than $2 
trillion in aid over the past half century, and an 
estimated 3 billion people still live on less than 
$2.50 a day. Anew approach is needed, one that 
supports the private sector and entrepreneurs, 
and empowers developing countries like 
Haiti. Unfortunately, the consensus still favors 
increasing aid funding, despite recent drastic 
improvements in standards of living typically 
attributed to gains from trade. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton 
acknowledges that the new aid plan cannot 
rely on previous “failed strategies” and must 
be sustainable in order to wean Haiti off of 
its dependence on aid. But unfortunately, 
Secretary Clinton mistakenly supports the idea 
that all Haiti needs is better planning and more 
foreign aid. 

The problem with this idea is that systematic 
foreign aid creates opportunities for corruption, 
cultures of dependency, and disincentives to 
develop. The aid faucet misaligns incentives 
between donors and recipients, making it 
extremely difficult to turn off the flow. For 
example, Zambian economist Dambisa Moyo 
often cites cases of government officials 
spending aid on private jets and shopping trips 
on the Champs-Elysees. 

Similarly, in Haiti, the Duvalier dynasty stole 
millions in aid funds from 1957 to 1986. 
Government leaders stand to gain more by 


perpetually receiving donations from rich 
countries, rather than developing a healthy 
economy and ultimately ending funding. Aid 
distorts political institutions because country 
leaders do not have to rely on taxpayers to 
provide funds, so there’s no incentive to respond 
to citizens’ needs and requests. No taxation; no 
representation. 

The developed world can and should promote 
growth by eliminating agricultural subsidies 
and tariffs so that poor farmers can exploit 
advantages in farming. Bill Clinton and George 
W. Bush have taken the first, small steps to do 
that by advocating relaxed trade restrictions on 
Haitian goods. The international community 
must heed these recommendations. 

Foreign investment-not international donations 

- is a worthy development strategy that aligns 
long-term incentives between lenders and 
borrowers. The International Monetary Fund 
and World Bank should encourage sovereign 
countries to seek financing on international 
markets rather than provide grants and loans 
below market terms. 

These reforms foster opportunities for local 
entrepreneurs to increase exports and meet 
local needs, which ultimately lead to economic 
and humanitarian improvement. 

For years aid recipients have agreed that aid 
does not lead to growth and prosperity. Five 
years ago, Kenyan economist James Shikwati 
pleaded to aid planners, “For God’s sake, please 
just stop.” And nearly a decade ago, Senegalese 
President Abdoulaye Wade acknowledged, 
“I’ve never seen a country develop itself 
through aid or credit.” 

More recently, Ms. Moyo argued for a gradual 
end of systematic aid claiming, “there is no 
country - anywhere in the world - that has 
meaningfully reduced poverty and spurred 
significant and sustainable levels of economic 
growth by relying on aid.” 

Using international funding to meet Haiti’s 
short-term needs is one thing, but a forward- 
looking plan to reconstruct the nation - and 
properly construct much of it for the first time 

- is an entirely different one. Experts from rich 
Western countries craft “official development 
assistance” plans that sound promising in 
theory but have not worked in practice. There 
is no evidence that the newest round of donor 
spending and economic planning for Haiti will 
be any more effective than previous efforts. 

Alternatives to foreign aid give developing 
countries long-term incentives to prosper and 
can unshackle local inventors, entrepreneurs, 
and innovators. These strategies - not foreign 
aid - will effect lasting positive economic and 
humanitarian change for Haitians. □

SAN JUAN (AP) - Agentes federates 
decomisaron casi tres millones de dolares en 
efectivo en el aeropuerto principal de Puerto 
Rico y en un condominio de un distrito turistico 
de San Juan, dijo el miercoles un funcionario 
del Departamento Estadounidense Antidrogas 
(DEA) de Estados Unidos. 

El dinero fue incautado durante el fin 
de semana por agentes de la DEA, que 
encontraron la mayor parte dentro de maletas 
en el condominio del barrio Isla Verde, dijo 
Javier Pena, agente especial a cargo de la 
division de la agencia en el Caribe. 

Un venezolano de 53 anos que fue seguido
